Stales Postoffice in Oakland. Although 
modest in dimensions and ornament, 
it betokens to any thoughtful observ- 
er, a sufficiency, evfti an abundance, 
of 
money.

with reticence and dignity, stands for 
the

The principal facade facing Broad- 


way is of triple arrangement, two rec-

vote of the Board. 


Realty at First and Franklin streets 
assessment allowed to stand at $158,- 
000.This was done on motion of Super- 
visor Mitchell, seconded by Supervisor 
Kelley and carried by unanimous vote 
of the Board. 
Improvements at First and Franklin 


streets from $75,000 to $50,000. 
This action was the result of a mo- 


tion to that effect by Supervisor Mit- 
chell, seconded by Supervisor Kelley 
and supported by the whole Board. 


After the close of the TRIBUNE'S 
report yestedray, Attorney FouMs in.be- 
half of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company in closing said: 


"Mr. Dalton has made this assess- 
ment for -the purpose of securing as 
much property as possible for assess- 
ment purposes, but, like all men, the 
Assessor could be mistaken! and I think 
he has made a mistake^—a serious mis- 
take in this instance." 


Mr. Dalton asked If the State Board 


of Harbor Commissioners in San Fran- 
cisco had granted to the Southern Pa- 
cific Company a franchise on the other 
side of the bay. 
Mr. Foulds said that that Board had 


no authority to grant a 
franchise. 
What they had done, was to give the 
company's ferry boats what is called 
a "fair way" which means that all other 
ships should keep out of the way of 
those ferries in crossing: the bay so 
they could reach their berths. That was 
simply the exercising of police power 
and not the granting of a franchise. 


Mr. Dalton then read from the rev- 
enue laws showing that where ferries 
connect more than 
one 
county, the 
wharves, store houses and all station- 
ary property belonging to or connected 
with such ferries must be assessed and 
t)he taxes paid in the county where lo- 
cated. 
The value of the 
franchises 


and watercraft and of all toll bridges 
connecting more than orie county must 
tie assessed in equal proportions in the 
counties connected by such ferries or 
toll bridges. 
Mr. Foulds said that the statute was ir. 


conflict with the constitution and that 
when a statute was in such conflict, the 
statute would have to give way. because 
the constitution 
held that 
the entire 


franchise should be assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization. There wera ferry 
boats, which would come under the stat- 
ute read by Mr. Dalton. but 
the ferry 


boats of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, which formed a part of the 
road, were not ferries of that kind. 


Mr. Dalton then asked if Mr. Foulds 


contended that the block signal system 
should be assessed by the State Board 
of Equalization and 
Mr. 
Foulds said 


that he did, because it was a part of tEc 
system of the road which was Includ- 
ed in the general assessment, and that 
to assess a pai-t of that system would be 
double taxation, and, as such, the assess- 
ment would fall. 
Mr. Dalton asked if the property could 


not be assessed with • the proviso, ex- 
cepting from it such property as was not 
included in the assessment of the State 
Boa^d of Equalization. 


Mr. Foulds said that no such exception 


oould be made, because the description 
would have to be definite and accurate.

ed as well as the material thing, viz.. 
the ferry boats themselves.

from a. court decision to the effect that 
the existence of a company or the right 
to exercise its prerogatives was, In itself, 
a franchise. 
If a mar. drove to the mole 


and took the boat to San Francisco, he 
had to pay for it. 
Now, there was no 


railroad connected with that. There was 
no railroad in goins: from 
the 
foot of 


Broadway a'.one the harbor route to San 
Franoisco, 'at least, there had not been 
since he was born. 
"This," said Mr. Dalton, "is a legal 


question. It ought to be settled some- 
time and it ought to be settled now. 
The county will lose nothing by leaving 
the assessment stand." 
E. B. Ryan asked where the franchise

with still another compartment for frnlt and 
vegetables.

cneese, ca'bbage,.onions, nor bananas should 
be kept In tlie general refrigerator. Their 
flavor will not only affect the other food, 
but will render the butter, milk and »'ny 


Belatlnons preparations tbsolutely unfit for 
use. When artificial lc( is used care must 
be taken not to let ash c- me in contact with 
It, as the ammonia. use( In the freezing af- 
fects the flsh. Meat si ould never be laid 
directly on the Ice, nati ral'or artificial, as' 
it extracts all the good meat juices.

are to take at the instant of serving, the 
first fUng to be done with them in every 
case is to put them to so:ik In cold water for 
about two tours. Then take them out and 
,boll for about five minutes iu fresh-water. 
.Take them from the boiling water, drop 
them into cold water, and cut away all the 
windpipes and fibrous nerves. This opera- 
tion finished, you go about preparing them 
after any one of the following directions, or 
according to others which may please your 
fancy most. 


A dish that eminent authorities on the sub- 


ject of cooking are pleased to call an atter- 
eaux of sweetbreads is a delicious compound, 
and' not very, difficult of preparation. You 
boll the sweetbreads till tender, then when 
cool, you cut them up into slices. These 
slices sprinkle with pepper and salt, and fry 
In a little batter. When you take them up 
put on n slab to cool, putting a light weight 
over them to press them into shape. Then 
with a-round cutter cut them Into rounds; 
cut also some cold botl9d beef tongue into 
rounds of the aame size, and also ,ioma 
mushrooms. 
Put these all together and 


cover with n thick, rich' stock, highly sea- 
soned. String on little wooden skewers, then 
sprinkle them over with breadcrumbs, lay on 
a baking sheet, moisten with melted butter, 
and brown In a rather hot ovenJ. Bemove 
the skewers before serving. 


Of all the delicate croquettes that can'be 


imt before a diner those nrade of sweetbreads 
undoubtedly excel In delicacy of flavor. You 
chop them finely, of course, aud you season 
them very lightly, adding a suspicion of 
onion Juice. With a ilitt.le crcamyou"moisten 
them, then shape Into croquettes, roll In egg 
and crumb and fry. No sauce with these 
sweetbread croquettes, and nothing to be 
served with them tl-.at can Infringe upon 
their rights to the most distinguished con- 
sideration. 


Some care very much for an addition of 


curry to sweetbreads, and a particularly 
good* way to add -it is the following: Cut the 
sweetbreads Into dice shaped bits and cook 
till done In a little white stock—either that 
of chicken or veal. 
Cook with them an 


onion, too. and as they are about doue take 
out the oulou, leave ou.ly enough of the stock 
to moisten them we;! and add the curry 
powder iu the proper proportion. Just a few 
drops of lemon Juice may-be added, too, and
